The Truman Democrats rather glossed over lite 
fact, and a good many of the daily newspaper a, which are 
mysteriously hypnotized by the opinions of the President 
and Secretary Acheson in defense matters, played it 
down; but the truth is that the G. O. P. position on the 
troops-to Europe issue has just received about as strong 
support from military experts as is possible to imagine. 
The position in question, which is that held by Senate 
Republican leader I aft, Senator W herry, and former 
President Hoover, is that our main reliance when it comes 
to bolding bick the Russians in Europe must be airplanes 
and ships rather than manpower. 
President Trum an and Secretary Acheson originally 
contemplated sending huge American armies to Europe 
to establish our* first line of detense there. 
I heir views 
have lieen sharply retrenched under hostile criticism, and 
the official administrative plan today calls for only ap 
proximately 100,000 additional American soldiers in Lur 
ope, in line with the current recommendations of Gen 
crals Marshall and Eisenhower. 
ITle fact that Generals Marshall and Eisenhower 
whittled down the original Administration intention to a 
mere “token” expeditionary force is, in effect, a substan 
fiat ion of the views of the Republican leaders that it is a 
waste of time to try to match manpower with the Com­ 
munists, and that our real opportunity to lye of help lies 
iii our mechanized military strength. 
But this opinion has now received the full indorse 
ment of Lt. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, commander of the 
U. S. Strategic Air Force, who testified to Congress that 
this country's “major contribution” to the defense of 
Europe ought to be long-range bombers. 
“During the next two or three years,” he said, “the

General LeMay, as commander of the air force, would 
have been presumptuous indeed if he tried to tell the in­ 
fantry that it w asn’t to send any soldiers to this or any 
other potential battle front. 
He performed his w hole 
mission when he pointed out that the real responsibility 
of helping in Europe was in the hands of the bombadiers, 
not the foot soldiers. 
Moreover, it goes almost without saying that any 
air force commander is always going to favor whatever 
military set-up promises to give him the shortest round­ 
u p s for his bombing missions. If, as the Truman plan 
rather optimistically assum es, a hundred thousand A m er­ 
ican soldiers can hold an air base in Europe against the 
m illions of Com m unist soldiers w ho could be marched 
against it, then the air force is that much to the good. 
What is implied by the LeMay testim ony, although 
the pro-Administration interrogators were careful not to- 
get into the matter, is that if the American forces should 
be, as they almost certainly would, shoved off Europe, 
into the sea, then the fighting will go on, with the bomb-
